night when a federal judge refused to 
grant him a habeas corpus writ or to 
stay his execution set for Friday 
night. 

But even as this avenue of escape 
was losed, the man condemned to die 
for che Lindbergh baby kidnap-murder 
was given hope for a few more days 
of life by a report that Governor Har- 
old J. Hoffman would grant a re- 
prieve.

Rejecting all of the arguments of 
defense counsel that Hauptmann’s trial 
at Flemington was surrounded by 
prejudicial influences, United States 
Circuit Court Judge J. Warren Davis 
said that to grant the writ he would 
have o overrule both the New Jersey 
court of.errors and appeals and the 
United States supreme court.

Marx predicted that cap- 
italism would eventually become un- 
workable and that a majority of the 
people, who would be wage-earners, 
would then demand that it be suc- 
ceeded by socialism, Mr. Soule added. 

The speaker said that in his opin- 
ion socialism is characterized by two 
requirements: workers’ control of state 
and state ownership of means of pro- 
duction. He stated that communism 
“does not exist anywhere in the world 
today.”

THE 1936 COTTON CROP 

The refusal of the supreme court 
to rule on the constitutionality of 
the Bankhead cotton control meas- 
ure because of a technicality in 
the case before it, the ultimate fate 
of the law remains an uncertainty, 
although the ruling that $200,000,- 
000 in court-impounded processing 
levies must be returned, indicates 
that in the matter of a case which 
could be decided upon its merits, 
the Bankhead measure will join the 
NRA and AAA in the limbo of dis- 
carded legislation. 

Deferring this final decision for 
several weeks makes it necessary 
for the cotton growers of the south 
to make their own decision as to 
what they will do regarding the cot- 
ton crop of 1936. The delay may 
be a month, six weeks, or some 
other indefinite date, and here in 
the south crops of all kinds must 
soon be planted. 

Curtailment of the crop under 
compulsion increased the price of 
cotton from 5 cents to 12 cents, 
and growers received around twice 
as large cash revenues from reduced 
production as they did for larger 
crops. ; 

Tha practical lesson of restricted 
production during the past three 
years is so plain that it cannot 
be overlooked by any intelligent 
farmer. 

If we go back to the old pro- 
gram of planting cotton on every 
available acre, with each farmer de- 
pending on “the other fellow” to 
cut production, the result will be a 
46,000,000 or mare bale crop, with 
the price again hovering around 5 
cents, and another period of penury 
or ruin staring them in the face. 

The administration; in all prob- 
ability, will be able to provide a 
program calling for the planting of 
an acreage as formulated in the re- 
cently announced four-year plan. 
The safe procedure will be for every 
farmer to adhere to that announced 
program, and voluntarily pitch his 
1936 cotton crop on that basis. 

The Bankhead measure is still in 
force. If it is finally decided to 
be constitutional, producers will be 
within its provisions as to the size 
of their acreage; if it is declared 
unconstitutional, but acreage has 
been held down, there will still be

Tie Dresden Precedent. 


The giving of gold rings to the father- 
land by women has parallels of a sort 
in history. There were, for example, 
the famous iron wedding rings o 
Dresden, many of which still survive.

The Tragedy of the 
German Church. 


The nazis keep on arresting bishops 
and other dignitaries of the Catholic 
church. Thirty-six trials are pending. 
all on the charge of smuggling funds 
out of the country. It stands to 
reason that once a few clergymen had 
been condemned on this-charge (I am 
not considering whether they were 
guilty or not) others have become dou- 
bly careful and that it is not too much 
to say that the nazis are overdoing 
the thing. The whole thing is a vile 
piece of intrigue. The Catholic clergy 
is to be blackened in the eyes of the 
German people by these charges and 
when blackened enough, the funds of 
the Catholic church in Germany will 
be confiscated by the rapacious regime 
which is always short of money. 


The manner in which a conviction 
was obtained against one bishop re- 
cently is characteristic of the abject 
depth to which German jurisprudence 
has sunk. Filling out your income 
tax return is a deuce of a job any- 
where in Europe. I sweat over it my- 
self several days each spring. But 
in Germany it is such a complicated 
business that you cannot do it with- 
out the aid of an expert. An expert 
of this sort offered his services to 
the bishop in question to help him ‘in 
drawing up the taxable values of the 
iocese. The bishop left the man in 
complete charge, who claimed to be a 
notary public, which he was indeed. 
The notary purposely left some 
amounts undeclared and the bishop 
was happy to find that he had less 
to pay than he had anticipated, as 
anyone would be, and congratula 
himself upon having secured the serv- 
ices of so fine an expert. But the 
expert turned out to be a nazi agent 
and spy. It was he who appeared 
against the bishop at the trial to 
charge him with having held back 
certain amounts from the tax-collector.

The best estimate of the chance that 
a given person will be stricken with 
poliomyelitis is to be made from the 


actual records of large hospitals whe.e 
patients ill of communicable disease 
are treated. In a given period there 
were treated in such hospitals 17,328 
patier ts, 9,204 for scarlet fever, 3,850 
for diphtheria, 1,227 for cerebrospinal 
meningitis, 816 for measles, 910 for 
erysipelas, 379 for whooping cough, 
or chickenpox, 197 for small 

135 for mumps, 35 for encephalitis 
(confusingly called sleeping sick- 
ness in America), 34 for typhoid 
fever and 225 for poliomyelitia. 


These 225 patients who had acute 
poliomyelitis represent slightly more 
than one-half of the patients (446) 
who were sent to the hospital in the 
given period presumably ill of polio- 
myelitis but actually ill of something 
else. The accuracy of the early ten- 
tative diagnosis, that is the opinion 
of the private practitioner who first 
sees the patient in the onset of the 
illness, was greater in respect to all 
the other diseases mentioned than it 
was for poliomyelitis. This is no re-

There are many ways of preparin 
energy producing foods, which shou 
interest you thin people—but here are 
some especially fine recipes showing 
ways of serving the meats which are 
particularly good in the “building up 
diet.”

Fried Salt Pork, Milk Gravy. 


Cut slices of salt pork thin. Parboil 
by allowing to simmer for five min- 
utes, then fry to a golden brown. Re- 
move to a warm place. Pour off all 
fat except one tablespoon. Sift in one 
tablespoon flour, brown and add one 
enp milk. Season. Stir gravy until 
thick and smooth. Sliced Bermuda 
onions and potatoes cooked in their 
jackets are a good combination to 
serve with this dish. 

Baked Stuffed Pork Chops. 


Six thick pork chops, 1-2 cup minced 
ham, 1-2 cup mushrooms, 1 tablespoon 
butter, 1 cup bread crumbs, 1-2 cup 
cooked rice, 2 tablesoons minced onion, 
2 tablespoons minced green pepper, 2 
tablespoons chopped parsley, 1-2 cup 
tomatoes, 2 cups meat stock, salt and 
pepper. 

Have the pork chops cut ihick, with 
‘a pocket cut from the inside: Brown 
the onions, ham, mushrooms and green 
pepper in the butter. Add the rice, to- 
matoes, parsley and meat stock and let 
simmer for ten minutes. Add this to 
bread crumbs and mix well. Season to 
taste. Stuff into the pocket in chops. 
Brown them on both sides in a hot 
skillet, add 1-2 cup water, cover tight-

Villa Americana, or the American 
City, soon became famous throughout 
this land and immigrants coming 
from Europe sought their homes here. 
Italians form a large portion of the 
population today, also Hermans are 
much in evidence. In the town there 
are eight silk mills, that manufacture 
ribbon primarily, and one German 
cotton mill. Plows are made here and 
stamped to tell the buyer as much, 
due to the reputation achieved by the 
American plows that were first 
brought here by the southerners. 


Service in Old Church. 


It was our pleasure to attend wor- 
ship in the church first built by the 
American colonist. It is about’ 10 
miles from this town. The building 
is a small, neat brick structure placed 
in a churchyard that also serves as 
a cemetery. All is inclosed by a high 
and thick brick wall and a lane bor- 
dered with palm trees forms the ap- 
proach to the only gate. 


Before the service there was time to 
look through the cemetery, though it 
was not ample to satisfy the interest 
that such a site must create. The first 
grave that was made here was dug 
for a native Georgian who died short- 
ly after her arrival. It is marked in 
this manner: “In Memory of Mrs. 
Beatrice E. Oliver, Consort of A. T. 
Oliver, Born in Georgia, C. 8. A., 
August 8th, 1827, Died July 13th, 
1868, With a full Christian hope she 
sleeps in Jesus.” Near by are the 
graves of two of her daughters who 
died near the same date. On the 
ground near the tomb of Mrs. Oliver 
were several pieces of a tombstone 
that had been smashed. I placed these 
together and after cleaning the dirt 
olf the incomplete inscription read

Regents Open 
Wisconsin 
Tangle 


MADISON, Wis., Jan. 14 ~—P)— 
Dissatisfied with a status quo report 
from the faculty athletic board on the 
controversy in the University of Wis- 
the re- 
gents today began their own investiga- 
tion. 

After severely criticizing the report 
made to them, they called 14 students 
and faculty members for questioning. 
Included were coaches and athletes. 

The athletic board made no recom- 
mendation for changes in athletic de- 
partment personnel in its findings and 
absolved Dr. Walter E. Meanwell, di- 
rector, of charges that he encouraged 
attempts to oust Dr. Clarence W. 
Spears, head football coach. 

Other athletic board recommenda- 
tions included: 5 

(1) That the regents state their 
intention to support the athletic board 
in the exercise of its authority and 
fulfillment of its proper functions; 
that is, that it should be in full con- 
trol of athletics. 

(2) That the athletic directors be 
given powers commensurate with his 
responsibility, which would include the 
power to hire members of the athletic 
staff. 

President Harold Wilkie, of the 
board of regents, termed the report a 
real disappointment.” The regents 
however, decided to accept it but 
agreed to go into the athletic- situa- 
tion on their ow account before ar- 
riving at a final decision on the rec- 
ommendations. 

Assailing the board’s recommenda- 
tions, Wilkie said the regents should 
“tell the athletic board in no uncer- 
tain terms that the regents still run 
the university.” He said the report 
failed_to offer a constructive program 
for Wisconsin athletics. 

He asserted that Western confer- 
ence rules do not demand that the 
regents defer to the faculty athletic 
board

PROBES CHARGES 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—(4)—The 


New York State Athletic Commission, 
at a sizzling session today, launched 
a probe into charges that a number 
of its staff openly connived with the 
gambling element in New York night 
clubs.

Cheeks flamed, ears burned and 
heated words flew back and forth as 
Fleischer explained his radio address 
which flayed the commission for “in- 
efficiency and inconsistency” and sug- 
gested an official investigation.

Malcom Warns on Added Danger 
Of Night Driving on Dark Streets 


Captain Jack Malcom, head of the 
Atlanta police-traffic department, last 
night issued a warning to drivers and 
pedestrians using dark streets that 
have no overhead or whiteway lights 
burning. 

The inky blackness of many streets 
makes it impossible for motorists to 
see pedestrians crossing and their lives 
are. in danger even at the regular 
cross-walk places, he said. 

E don't know how long these streets 
will be without lights, but I found in 
a short drive last night that a motor- 
ist is practically helpless in trying to 
avoid a pedestrian who walks out in 
front of his car,“ he declared Peo- 


ple in dark clothing on the dark streets 
just can’t be seen from the automobile 
until they come in line with the head- 
lights and then it may be too late to 
avoid an accident. 

“The law requires that all ears left 
parked on the streets at night have the 
tail light burning, and while many 
streets are without lights this law 
must be strictly enforced for the. sake 
of safety. Parked automobiles and 
large piles of fallen limbs still left on 
many streets makes driving at night a 
hazardous undertaking. But I believe 
Atlantans will co-operate in making 
the streets safer for drivers and pe- 
destrians alike.”

The conference’s breakdown, a Jap- 
anese spokesman said tonight, is due,

Yes, it is all differ- 
ent si you were a child and you 
are trying to impose 40 or 50-year- 
old ideas on age 15. It can’t be 
done. Nobody with any common 
sense could advise parents to let

the girls can enjoy a restricted se- 
cial life if their parents are not 
hide-bound by old fogy ideas.

Victim, Scion of Wealthy 
Manufacturer, Released 
by His Abductors. 


GUANAJAY, Cuba, Jan. 14.—() 
Cuban army agents, whose fingers are 
trigger-loose in dealing with kidnap- 
ers, shot three suspected snatchers to- 
day and all but cleaned up the latest 
in a wave of abductors in the island 
republic. 

The three were killed in a running 
gun battle with soldiers shortly after 
they had abandoned Paulino Goro- 
stiza, 28-year-old son of an affluent 
manufacturer. Gorostiza was seized 
in a Havana suburb early yesterday 
and held for $50,000 ransom, half of 
which was reported to have been 
paid. 


Tight suspects were arrested and 
the army thus bagged all but one of 
its quarry. One man fled during the 

ooting and was sought tonight in 
cane fields. 

than a month ago army 
agents shot and killed four men in a 
search for the snatchers of Nicolas 
Castano, elderly millionaire, who was 
rescued from a farm after being held 
a week. Several others have been 
slain in abduction cases of the re- 
cent few months. 

Revolt Money Sought. 

Authorities blame the growth of 
the racket upon radicals seeking 
money to finance revolts. 

The gang which kidnaped Gorostiza 
was hemmed in on a farm by a 
force of 700 soldiers, sailors and po- 
lice. The men abandoned Gorostiza 
in the foothills and he was taken by 
authorities to Havana. 

Soldiers then encountered the sus- 
pected kidnapers and killed three of 
them in a gun battle. None was im- 
mediately identified. Colonel Ful- 
gencio Batista, commander of the 
army, personally directed the man- 


hunt. 
Tells of Experience. 


The young victim appeared none 
the worse for his experience. 

“IT was on my way to see my 
sweetheart,” he related, “when I was 
stopped by two men who drew pis- 
tols and told me I was under arrest 
for anti-government activities. 

“They took me to a taxicab and 
drove to a house on Almendares 
street, where I was put in another 
car with three different men who 
bound and blinded me with adhesive 
tape. ; 

From there I don’t know where 
they todk me or whether I was in- 
side or outside. But the food was 
rotten. 

“They threatened to kill me, but 
otherwise did not treat me badly. 

“T signed two notes, one blank, and 
one asking for a ransom payment.” 

The abductors wete understood to 
have demanded payment of $50,000 
within an hour and the Gorostiza fam- 
ily was said to have delivered over 
half of the sum within the time 
limit. Police, refusing to allow pay- 
ment of the remainder, then opened 
a widespread search for the kidnapers 
which led them to this interior town 
southwest of Havana.

15-Year-Old Girl 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 14.—(UP) 
Eleven Southwestern University 
students, charged with immoral rela- 
tions with a 15-year-old high school 
girl, faced expulsion tonight after a 
secret, all-day session of the univer- 
sity discipline committee. 

e committee studied findings of a 
student investigation which revealed 
what was termed “a scandalous af- 
Yair” on the college athl-tie field last 
Friday night. 

More than 70 men students were 
charged with being on ‘the field with 
the nude girl. Eleven faced faculty 
action on charges of immoral rela- 
tions with her. . 

The girk is alleged to have done a 
nude dance before a fraternity group 
before being taken tb the field. At the 
field she was covered only by an over- 
coat, loaned her by one of the stu- 
dents. In one interlude, she is alleged 
to have chased a ministerial student 
who ran from the scene when he saw 
what was going on. 

Students questioned by reporters 
said most of those gathered at the 
field were drawn by curiosity and. took 
no part in the proceedings. Many were 
said to have left in disgust. 

Witnesses said the affair ended sud- 
denly when Assistant Coach John 
Miller, “tipped off“ of what was go- 
ing on, appeaned at the field and fired 
a blank starter’s pistol several times. 
A few minutes later Head Coach 


took the girl 

The student investigation was made 
into the affair at the request of Dean 
A. Theodore Johnson. It was the stu- 
dent report, made by the student gov- 
ernment committee, which the faculty 
members studied in today’s all-day ses- 
sion. 

“The student committee’s report is 
complete,” Dr. Johnson said. “They 
have made a report ofgtheir findings 
but did not feel it was their duty to 
recomménd penalties. They left that 
up to the administration.” 

Dr. Johnson said school authorities 
would act as soon as possible. He said 
punishment of those found guilty 
would be expulsion. 

“The administration expects to ex- 
pel offenders whose guilt is establish- 
ed,” the dean said. “However, we do 
not want to do any injustice and I 
want to study the matter thoroughly 
myself,”

T ruck Drivers ‘Gentlemen of Road,’ 


Harvard Safety 


Expert Declares 


DETROIT,. Jan. 14.—(4)—The av- 
erage motorist could take lessons in 
safe driving and highway manners 
from truck drivers, Dr. Miller McUlin- 
tock told the Society of Automotive 
Engineers today. 

The director of the Bureau of Street 
Traffic Research at Harvard Univer- 
sity, in a speech prepared for deliv- 
ery before a session of the engineers’ 
Zist annual convention, declared that 
truck drivers “now are the gentlemen 
of the road.” 

“The engineer’s job is to produce à 
roadway as safe for motor cars as 
the modern railway roadbed is for 
modern train travel,” Dr. McClintock 
said, and predicted that this ultimate- 
ly would be accomplished. 

Complete physical separation of 
traffic moving in opposite, directions, 
instead of the painted center line in 
general use now; segregation of pas- 
senger cars and trucks; grade cross- 
ing elimination for all intersectional 
traffic, and lanes for deceleration ap- 
proaching exits, were among his safety 
suggestions. 

Cities should reduce to a minimum 
on main roads approaches to parking 
lots and oil stations, he said, limit- 
ing traffic entering the main traffic 
stream to intersecting streets. 


McClintock said reduction ot 
the s of which automobiles are 
capable would not solve the safety 
problem. Not more thau 1 per cent 
of fatal automobile accidents, he said, 
are caused by speed of more than 50 
miles an hour, and most of them would 
have been fatal at lesser speeds. 

“Tt is well to recall that the nation 
once thought of reducing train speeds 
because of the attendant ghastly train 
wrecks,” he said, “but today train 
wrecks have disappeared as a nation- 
al safety problem and main line tre ins 
regularly exceed 100 miles an hour.” 

“The great majority of drivers are 
very good drivers,” the speaker said. 
“Much is yet to be done, however, 
in creating a set of conventions for 
driving similar to those which control 
and make tolerable other types of 
human relationships. Man will be 
able to adjust himself to this environ-

5——Some uncértainty as to continuance of 
current business recovery. : 

These factors have a tendency to 
hold back speculative and some of the 
heavy investment interest that is 
pending. Despite this, individual sit- 
uations continue to rise to bring mar- 
ket strength, such as occurreg, today. 

Oil shares continued the exitlberance 
ghown last wtek. Crude oil price rises 
in the southwestern districts and 
Pennsylvania have brought increasing 
price levels for gasoline and other 
fuels. Several companies in the east 
pushed up prices today and_ brought 
buying into oil shares which carried 
many of them to new high levels since 
1934. 

But the industrial group continues 
to lag behind the market. The Dow- 
Jones industrial average eased frac- 
tionally despite the fact numerous 
leaders recovered from lows in late 
trading. Some of the heavier industry 
shares showed sinking spells. The fact 
no leadership has come into the group 
indicates that irregularity—and pos- 
sibly some recession—may continue to 
prevail for the stock market.
